ENGLISH MOVEMENT TO ADVANCE HORSE BREEDING 


DIRECTORS OF MONCRIEF PARK HAVE PROPO- 
SITION FOR FLORIDA LEGISLATORS. 

Plan Is for Racing Association to Assume All Ex- 
pense and Detail of Mammoth State Fair if 
Betting Embargo Is Lifted. 


Jacksonville, Fla., January 23. — The card offered 
nt Moucrief Park this afternoon did not call for 
much. Five of the six races were cheap selling 
affairs in which ordinary Helds went to the post. 
The <*nly close finish of the afternoon came with the 
running of the two-year-old race, in which Joe 
Knight beat Excalibur a neck. Joe Knight. tlK* 
winner, showed a splendid performance. He was 
carried wide frotn the start and went to the outside 
fence in entering the homestretch. It looked as if 
the colt would go over the fence, but he propped 
for a few strides and saved himself. When straight - 
ened out he i*ame again and, finishing with splendid 
courage, beat Excalibur in the closing strides. J«h* 
Knight is a handsome youngster by Ben Stroinu — Fair 
Empress, and his work here is said to have been as 
good as auy youngster in loeul training. 

Eastern owners gathered two of the purses. Dress 
Parade II. winning for O. L. Richards and Spes 
Nostra for \V. <>. Scully. The victory of Dress 
Parade II. resulted in a change of ownership. He 
was entered for $-”.00 and was lioosted to $1,100 by 
1. H. Rradtield, who secured him at that figure. 

The directors of the Florida Live Stock and Agri- 
cultural State Fair Association will make an effort 
to obtain from the legislature of Florida this winter 
official sanction to continue racing with open betting. 
They will propose that if the embargo against bet- 
ting. sche<Uilcd to go into effect May 1 la* lifted, 
tin* stockholders of the racing association will guar- 
ante* to run a state fair every season, and will 

donate $10,090 j!5er annum to be split up in the form 
of prizes. 

Racing in Florida is popular. Two race meet- 
ings here have proved this. The citizens of the 
state have benefited by the sport. The hotels, board- 
ing house keepers and merchants are generally in 
favor of a continuance of legitimate racing during 
tlie winter months. Backed by this support, the 
directors of the race track feel certain that the 

pro|H>sition will he met favorably by the legislature. 
The racing officials say that they will manage the 
lair subject to supervision, free of charge. They 
do not hesitate to say that the $10.<HH> offer will 
not he a fixture in the matter of money donated, 
hut that each season they will increase the sum. 

The track has helped the farmers by distributing 

thoroughbred stallions and mares throughout the 
slate and this feature of the association's work 
will he given added imi>ortaiice iu future. 

Manager II. I). Brown has anuouneed that tin* 
present uniting at Moucrief Park will come to an 
end with tin* running of the American Derby on .Sat- 
urday, April 1. By that date the association will 
have carried out all the promises made, and every 
horseman will have had ample chance to win a purse 
or two. Some of them will have won a groat many 
during the scheduled period. Last season the meet- 
ing was extended a week over the scheduled time, 
solely for the purpose of giving the smaller stables 
a chance to gather getaway money. There was noth- 
ing in it for the association, as the attendance fell 
off. due to the exodus of the regulars to the north 
for the o|tenlug at Norfolk. This season the meet- 
ing will come to a close in the proverbial blaze of 
glory bv the running of the richest of the thirty- 
eight stakes on the filial day. 

It. D. Williams has advertised bis stable f«»r sale 
and if the horses are not disposed of before the end 
of the meeting they will go under the hammer along 
with those from the Clopton string. 

The attendance was good and speculation brisk. 
Despite rain which fell last night the going was 

fast. 

There were many arrivals from the north today, 
among the prominent ones being Mortimer Mahoney, 
who came south to consult with Robert Levy relative 
lo tlie spring meeting of the Jamestown' Joekey 
<’hib. Mr. Mahoney has a host of friends among 
i lie layers and many of them have promised to 
be on hand at Norfolk this spring. He will spend 
several days in Jacksonville before leaving for 
Southern Florida on a fishing trip. 

James Ross, secretary of tlie Kentucky Associa- 
tion. returned from Tampa this morning and left for 
Lexington tonight. Mr. Ross lias had great success 
iu his mission here and at Tampa for entries to the 
slakes to Ik* run at the spring meeting at Lexing- 
ton. Garrett Wilson will lie here in a couple of 
weeks to arrange with the horsemen for stable room 
at the Kentucky Association course. 

Neil Enright arrived from Louisville this morning 
and will spend a couple of weeks in Jacksonville 
Ik* fore returning north.

The English government lias made a grant of 
$200,000 to the development commission, the sum 
to 1 m* devoted purely to the encouragement of the 
breeding of light horses. England has always lM*on 
prolific in its supply of the heavy animal and of 
the light for that matter, but of late years Great 
Britain has had to take a back seat to other coun- 
tries in the classes and production of the light ani- 
mal. For a number of years foreigners have been 
making raids on the British studs with the result 
that they have captured the cream of the stallions 
and broodmares. This process of denudation has had 
its result and meantime the government looked on 
and did little or nothing to encourage the light horse 
breeds. Each year there used to be a grant of 
$27,000 which was distributed here and there in 
king's premiums at the different shows, and this 
did well enough until the buyers and breeders from 
the European countries began to acquire the best 
of the stock. 

This new grant of $200,000 will he distributed 
during the year in the way of king's premiums to 
thoroughbred stallions of a second rate caliber. 
The work of awarding the prizes will begin at the 
animal show of the Hunters’ Improvement Society 
at Islington in March and will continue all through 
the season. Owners will have to apply for the 

premiums and in all eases the soundness of the 
stallion will have to be taken into consideration 
and will have to be vouched dot* by a veterinary sur- 
geon. Another part of the scheme is that owners 
who do not care to apply for premiums can have 
their horses registered and this will be a guarantee 
of soundness. 

One of the lK*st known men in connection with 
the improvement of the breeds of horses of ail kinds 
is Lord Coventry, lie has been master of the Royal 
Rucklmunds for a number of years, is a member of 
the Jockey Club and has had the distinction of 
winning the Liverpool Grand National in two suc- 
cessive years. Along with these qualifications he 
has been an eminently practical agriculturist and 
on the question of horse breeding he makes some 
suggestions as follows: 

“If you want to lie successful in breeding you 
must breed from young animals. My own idea is 
that if we want to increase the number of useful

BASHTI ADMIRED IN ENGLAND. 

There is very scant chance of Baslili being over- 
looked in England. Most of the scribes have in- 
spected her and have nothing but appreciative com- 
mendation for her. Of Dalmatian and Iron Mask 
but little has been written, but when it comes to 
Basliti the case is entirely different. In a recent 
number of London Sportsman is an article by “Spe- 
cial Commissioner” dealing with the three-year-old 
fillies of 1911 and of Basliti lie lias this to say: 

“Among our English fillies. Mr. Richards reckons 
Hair Trigger II. and Mary Carmichael as the l>est. 
i hough I cannot sec on what grounds he handicaps 
them three pounds in front of Nicola. Indeed, he 
seems to me to have unduly underrated Sir Ernest 
Cochrane’s filly, which lias not run since she de- 
feated St. Nat at Sundown Park. She must surely 
be entitled to credit for that performance, though 
she may have been a bit lucky to win. Canvas Back 
is a fine, improving filly, and Knockfeeroa is another 
iliat may come on a great deal. She is a beautifully- 
bred one, too. being by Desmond, out of own sister 
to Pretty Polly. Sandwich also has pretensions to 
front rank, but I should not lie in the least sur- 
prised to see them all beaten by the American 
liver. Bashti. This is the filly I strongly recom- 
mended some English owner to buy when she came up 
for sale in America last summer, and J. It. Joel nearly 
made up his mind to hid up to 5.000 guineas for her 
but the sale came on before there was time for full 
inquiry, and, as it happened, the sum named would 
not have bought her, for Mr. Whitney had to give a 
good deal more than that. “Vigilant” has this morn 
ing favored us with Bashti’s pedigree, which is a pe- 
culiarly interesting one, for it shows a strong line 
of that wonderful horse Prince Charlie, both through 
sire and dam. . ... 

Clamart, the maternal grandsire of Adam (sire of 
Itashti), was out of Princess Catherine, by Prince 
Charlie, and Princess Catherine was one of the best 
broodmares ever owned by M. Edmond Blanc. Hay- 
den Edwards, the maternal grandsire of Disadvan- 
tage (dam of Bashti), was an American-bred son 
of Prince Charlie, and a very good one, too. An 
other interesting feature of the pedigree is that 
Disadvantage is a granddaughter, through her sire, 
of Cremorne. which Prince Charlie defeated for the 
Two Thousand Guineas after a desperate race, and 
which he had also beaten as a two-year old. Cre- 
morne. however, had no wind infirmity, and the later 
careers of the pair diverged, after Prince Charlie 
had vainly tried to tackle the sen of Parmesan at 
Epsom. Cremorne developed into one of the liest 
Ascot Cup winners ever seen, while Prince Charlie’s 
deeds over shorter courses gained him a reputation 
which remains so long as any record or memory of 
racing remains. To the end of liis career he could 
still get tlie Rowley Mile, as was triumphantly 
demonstrated in his great match against the Cam 
liridgesbire winner. Pent Etre. 

Prince Charlie blood has come to the front in 
Australia as well as America au^l Franco, and it is 
worth noting that Great Scot lias double lines of 
Prince Charlie, as Bashti lias, only in his case some 
what closer up. Great Scot was an undoubtedly 
first class horse when at his best, and he is an ex 
eeptionally grand one. in the pedigree of Bashti 
there is the further point that Flying Fox brings in 
u line of Brea dal bane, brother to Blair Athol tsire 
of Prince Charlie), and theae are very numerous 
other lines of Stockwell. as also one of King Tom 
and one of Rataplan. Moreover, there are two other 
lines of Pocahontas through Welllngtonla. whose sire, 


horses in the country we ought to proceed on the 
lines which the Koval Commission has followed for 
so many years, and provide a larger number of 
thoroughbred stallions that lias hitherto l»ceu pos- 
sible*, considering the limited sum which has 
lK*en placed at their disposal. But they set out on 
the right lines in supplying thoroughbred stallions, 
sound in every way. for the use of the farmers at 
a low fee. I would increase tlie grant largely and 
provide more thoroughbred stallions, which should 
receive a certificate of soundness In* fore they are 
passed, and I would allow those stallions to cover 
farmers’ mares free. 

“I think if we provided free service the mares 
would always lie forthcoming. I do not mean my res 
which would produce a high-class hunter, but those 
which would breed useful animals suitable for army 
purposes, and in connection with this subject I have 
always recommended farmers to breed from their 
light, active cart marcs if the services of a thor- 
oughbred horse could be pr<icured. Cart mares would 
work on the farms until within a few days of Lull- 
ing and therefore would entail little or no extra 
cost to tlie farmers. 

“I have seen the best results from ln*eeding in 
ibis way. for many excellent hunters have been got 
by thoroughbred horses out of *eart mares, and I 
have known llieso sold for large sums of money, and 
curiouslv in many cases they have shown a great 
amount of quality which one would not have ex- 
pected: but I he difficulty of breeding in this way 
is that it is only tin* first cross which succeeds. 
If you think to improve upon the breed by having 
a foa 1 from a filly bred as I describe, very likely 
you will be disappointed. 

“Tlie first cross is the best. I am very much 
opposed to the introduction of what they cull half- 
bred hunting sires, because I think it is sure to do 
much more harm than good to the breed, for the 
reason that in breeding, whether it lias to do with 
the breeding of horses, cattle or sheep, it is neces- 
sary to have a pure strain of blood on one side. I 
deprecate very much the introduction of hackney 
blood, which has done an immense deal of harm to 
the breeding of useful horses in this country, not 
only in England, but in Wales also.*’

Chattanooga, was out of Ayacanora. and whose dam 
was Araucaria, these two daughters of Pocahontas 

I icing thus brought into extraordinarily close com- 
bination. If ever there was a case to disprove the 
hereditary theory of roaring it is furnished by such 
a pedigree as that of Bashti, conspicuous iu which 
are the champion roarers. Ormonde and Prince Char- 
lie (twice), while Wellingtonia’s sire. Chattanooga, 
was one of the worst roarers ever heard, and Aran- 
earia was also unsound, as, of course, was Pocahon- 
tas. Yet. by all accounts. Bashti is a very sound- 
winded filly, as, indeed, were almost all the stock 
of Prince Charlie, and also of Ormonde. As to Wel- 
lingtonia, lie sired the Cesarewitch and Cambridge- 
shire winner. Plaisanterio. which herself produced 
the Osarewitc-h winner, Childwiek. I shall go fur- 
Ihor into the pedigree of Bashti in the “Figure 
Analysis” later on. but on this preliminary glance 
at it I am quite inclined to think that this filly is 
likely to beat all comers of her own sex, no matter 
where bred.” 

SOMETHING OF CALIFORNIA HORSEMEN. 

Ben Benjamin, the veteran sporting editor of the 
San Francisco Chronicle, has been entertaining the 
readers of that newspaper with some interesting 
gossip concerning racing folk at Oakland, front which 
the following paragraphs are culled: 

“Daggle” Smith (O. A. Bianchi) got his start 
with Oakland, a shifty plater and a good stretch 
runner. 

Bob McGibben and Sam McGibben, both kown 
to all ra<*e-goers in California, have been continuously 
employed by the racing associations for over twenty 
years. Both were youngsters when they entered 
the employ of the California Jockey Club and neither 
has missed a racing day in all those years.* Bob was 
the caller until the introduction of the uew system 
of betting. 

“Frisco” Hoag, trainer for Ed Soule, rode races 
at the Bay District track, hut soou gave up the 
pigskin to become a trainer. 

Tom Owen, who has Bucolic at tlie track, had a 
stable at the Bay District track. Among others he 
had Captain Al. Mero and Gold Dust. 

A1 Koenigsberg sold programs in the early days 
of the .Blood Horse Association, and in later years 
hacked the horses with such success that he is 
rated as being worth all of $150,000. He is a 
shrewd bettor, and lias cleared up handsomely in 
the past half-dozen years. 

Dick Havev, the present timer at Oakland, trained 
for Charley Fair in the early nineties. He has had 
a lifelong experience with both harness horses ami 
thoroughbreds. At one time he drove the Palo Alto 
horses, but in his youth he rode many famous horses 
in the four-mile races. • 

George Miller, the famous rider of the early nine- 
ties. is at the track nearly every day. He has had 
a few horses in training from time to time. 

Al I.eaeh can also Ik* seen at the track. He was 
a pool seller in the early days. 

Tom Bally, the former jockey, gained some noto- 
riety by calling bis stable the “No Badge Stable.” 

Bill Short had a few horses at the Bay District, 
and is still at the same game. 

“Squeak” Allmark first came here in 1S92 with 
the Santa Anita Stable. 

Al Martin has pegged away at the game since 
tlie early nineties. 

The Dennison boys have a few horses in training, 
including Sake. They rode for their father, old Dan 
Dennison, who always campaigned a few good ones 
in the early days, including Hotspur, who once upon 
t time smashed a record. 

In 1892 “Butch” Fisher raced North. He after- 
ward trained Wheel of Fortune, winner of the Burns 
Handicap. 

Old Cy Mulky. who trained the big Spreckels 
stable when Cadmus was one of the stars, is hunt- 
ing for gold in Alaska. 

John Kearney is still following the horses. He 
was connected with the Fair stable, and previous to 
that time he was identified with trotters. 

W. L. Appleby, who rode and trained horses, 
lias apparently retired. He raced Raindrop and 
others, and also trained for L. J. Rose once upon a 
time. 

Tom Boyle had Banjo at the old Bay District 
track. 

Billy Donatbaii is slill in the game. He has been 
with tlie runners and trotters for over thirty years. 
He iiad that good mare Arnette’at I he Bay District. 

C. \Y. Chappell raced Little Tough. Jack the 
Ripper and Guadaloupe at the meeting in 1892. 

John Givens. Naglee Burk’s old trainer, lies a few 
horses in training that he leased from Walter 
Jennings. 

“Hanger” Jones, now a resident of Sacramento, 
trained Motto and Art lens for George Van Gordon. 
Articiis was one of tlie crack two-year-olds of the 
season. 

II. I). Brown, who is now the leading man at 
Jacksonville, had Qua it erst a ft* here iu 1892, and VV. 
P. Fine, who has Glorio, had a horse at the Bay 
District track named Altus. 


San Francisco, Cal.. January 26. — Raleigh P. I>. 
came out after a long rest and won the Vanity 
Handicap at Oakland today, beating some good 
sprinters. Likely Dieudonne made most of the 
pace, lint Raleigh P. D. caught him in tlie final six- 
teenth and. after a drive, won going away. The 
surprise of the day was the victory of Tim Judge, 
which took tlie last race at odds of 20 to 1 with 
C. II. Shilling up. Parlor Boy. another outsider, 
was second. Starry Knight was plunged ou, but 
could not get near tlie leaders. 

It de\ eloped today that Early Wright called upon 
the officials to have a veterinarian examine Arasee 
some hours before his race of yesterday, a sponge 
having been extracted from one of his nostrils. In- 
vestigation lias failed to reveal the responsible 
party and there was nothing in the ring to show 
that anyone took advantage of the matter.

IN INTEREST OF STEEPLECHASING. 

New York. January 26.— While no radical changes 
were suggested at tlie recent annual meeting of the 
National St eplectaap and Hunt Association, the con- 
duct of the sport of steeplochasing was freely dis- 
cussal and the association is pledged to advance 
tin* picturesque side of racing at each meeting this 
season. Of late years steeplechasing lias not been 
up to its accustomed standard by reason of light 
entries and an effort will be made to have the 
racing program framed with a view of making the 
purses of sufficient attraction to keep at home some 
of the stables that have been going to Canada for 
tin? season. 

In this the National Steeplechase and Hunt Asso- 
ciation will Ik* materially licl|>ed by the Hunts Com- 
mittee and the Fnited Hunts Racing Association. 
The latter association held a routine meeting at 
the close of the session of the parent body and there 
was a general discussion of cross-country racing and 
the best method to add to its popularity. 

That the Hunts Committee has done a great deal 
in the furtherance of the sport is attested by the 
greatly increased list of recognized hunts since it 
was formed. Recognition lias been granted hunts all 
over the country and applications for recognition are 
still rnming iu to Secretary Frank Bryan. Recently 
the Seattle Hunt Club of Seattle, Wash., sent in 
an application and another was received from the 
Casanova Hunt of Virginia. 


ADVANCE GUARD A POPULAR STALLION. 


New York. January 26. — Major-General Roe, com- 
mander of tlie National Guard of New York, Is one 
of tlie experienced soldiers of America who appre- 
ciates the value of thoroughbred blood in the army 
horse and regrets keenly the attacks upon racing, 
which have been productive of so much harm to tlie 
national breeding industry. General Roe intends to 
breed a fine saddle mare he lias used for years in the 
performance of his military duties to Advance Guard, 
which is standing near Poughkeepsie, at the farm of 
Mr. Gray, one of the authors of tlie I*ercy-Gray 
law. Advance Guard's services are at the command 
of General Roe and other gentlemen of tlie Na- 
tional Guard of New York and other stales, and of 
the officers of the regular army, through the pub- 
lie-spirited policy of the Jockey Club. 

When tin* Thomas- Shields racing stable was dis- 
persed in 1906 Francis It. Hitchcock, a steward of 
the Jockey Club, and treasurer of the Coney Island 
Jockey Club, purchased Advance Guard and pre- 
sented him to the breeding bureau of the Jockey 
Club, to the end that lie might be placed at the 
services of the farmers of New York. Advance 
Guard is popular with army officers because of liia 
splendid size and bone and the reputation for speed 
and rugged endurance be made while racing iu the 
colors of the late Alexander Shields.
